1. Effective 15 September 1958 the Intelligence Advisory Committee 
end the U.S. Commmications Intelligence Board were combined into the 
U.S. Intelligence Board (USIB) under the chairmanship of the Chief,

velop security standards and practices relating to the protection of 
intelligence sources and formulate policies with respect to arrangements
